Annual  Report  for  1963 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending  31st 
December,  1963® 

The  mid-year  population  of  the  Urban  District  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar- 
General  increased  from  30,800  in  1962  to  31,510  in  1963®  There  were  55.1  live 
births,  19  more  than  in  1962,  and  there  was  a small  increase  in  the  birth  rate 
from  17o27  per  thousand  population  in  1962  to  17-49  in  1963®  Deaths  from  all 
causes  totalled  340,  an  increase  of  39  over  the  previous  year®  Almost  half  of 
those  who  died  in  1963  were  aged  75  years  or  over®  There  were  9 infant  deaths 
and  7 stillbirths,  and  both  the  infantile  death  rate  and  the  stillbirth  rate 
were  below  the  corresponding  rates  for  England  and  Wales® 

There  were  637  cases  of  measles  notified  during  the  year,  compared  with  62 
in  1962f  this  increase  in  alternate  years  conforms  with  the  natural  pattern  of 
this  disease®  Otherwise  notifications  of  infectious  illness  were  exceptionally 
few  in  number®  For  the  fifth  successive  year,  there  were  no  cases  of  acute 
poliomyelitis,  and  again  no  cases  of  diphtheria®  The  Table  on  page  5 shows  the 
striking  decline  in  the  number  of  scarlet  fever  cases  in  recent  years§  not  only 
have  there  been  fewer  cases,  but  those  that  have  occurred  have  tended  to  be  of  a 
much  milder  type®  There  were  3 new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  compared 
with  2 in  1962,  6 in  1961  and  6 in  I960®  There  was  1 new  case  of  non-pulmonary 
tuberculosis,  compared  with  2 in  1962,  2 in  1961  and  1 in  I960® 


(iii) 


The  first  Smoke  Control  Order  made  in  the  Urban  District,  affecting  979 
properties,  became  operative  on  1st  July,  1963»  Much  of  the  preliminary  work 
in  connection  with  the  proposed  second  Order  affecting  approximately  3,600 
properties  has  been  completed  but  because  there  were  some  doubts  about  the 
availability  of  suitable  solid  smokeless  fuels  the  Order  was  not  submitted 
to  the  Minister  for  confirmation.  Eventually,  in  December,  1963,  Ministry 
Circular  69/63  indicated  that  whilst  supplies  of  gas  coke  would  continue  to 
be  available  for  use  in  areas  already  the  subject  of  Smoke  Control  Orders  it 
must  be  assumed  that  for  all  future  areas  hard  coke,  electricity  used  at  "off- 
peak"  periods,  gas  and  oil  would  be  in  the  main  the  only  fuels  available.  The 
result  is  that  the  cost  of  conversion  of  appliances  in  future  smoke  control 
areas  will  be  very  much  greater  than  had  been  originally  anticipated.  Naturally, 
the  Council  has  re-examined  its  plans  for  extension  of  smoke  control  very 
carefully  and  a revised  and  modified  programme  was  submitted,  suggesting  that 
the  remainder  of  the  Urban  District  should  be  divided  into  11  smaller  areas,  to 
replace  the  5 additional  areas  previously  planned,  thus  spreading  the  cost  over 
a longer  period. 

It  must  be  admitted,  however,  that  the  cost  of  securing  clean  air  whenever 
it  is  done  will  be  great,  but  against  this  must  be  set  the  fact  that  polluted  air 
is  itself  costly,  both  financially  and  in  terms  of  injury  to  health  and  amenity. 
In  1954,  the  United  Kingdom  Committee  on  Air  Pollution  after  a detailed  inquiry 
concluded  that  the  cost  of  air  pollution  in  the  United  Kingdom  was  at  least 
£250  million  pounds  per  year.  Since  then  economists  have  shown  that  this  was  an 
under-estimate  and  that  the  true  figure  may  be  about  £400  millions. 

But  more  important  is  the  consideration  of  the  effects  of  air  pollution 
on  health.  Figures  from  the  World  Health  Organisation  indicate  that  the  overall 
respiratory  death  rate  for  England  and  Wales  is  the  highest  for  any  country. 

Every  year  in  England  and  Wales  there  are  from  20,000  to  30,000  deaths  from 
bronchitis  and  the  death  rate  from  this  cause  is  consistently  higher  in  urban 
than  in  rural  areas.  The  death  rate  from  bronchitis  in  England  and  Wales  is  at 
least  twice  as  high  as  in  any  country  and  nearly  forty  times  as  high  as  in  some. 
As  air  pollution  is  probably  the  most  important  single  factor  in  producing 
bronchitis  these  figures  are  surely  a blot  on  our  public  health  record. 

In  this  urban  district  the  major  contribution  to  air  pollution  is  made  by 
smoke  from  domestic  chimneys.  This  is  a particularly  objectionable  form  of 
pollution  as  it  has  a high  tar  content  and  contains  benzpyrene,  a known 
carcinogene.  Domestic  smoke  is  particularly  liable  to  be  carried  down  directly 
into  the  immediate  environment  in  which  people  live  and  breathe. 

The  number  of  houses  in  Hazel  Grove  and  Bramhall  has  increased  from  about 
7,000  in  1955  to  about  11,000  at  present  and  as  every  new  house  adds  to  the 
poisonous  pollution  of  the  air  the  need  for  smoke  control  is  apparent.  Pure 
air  is  just  as  important  for  health  as  good  housing,  pure  water  and  efficient 
sewage  disposal. 


(iv) 


Routine  sampling  of  milk  supplies  throughout  Cheshire  is  done  regularly  bv 
the  County  Health  Department  staff  and  copies  of  the  results  are  forwarded  to 
the  District  Medical  Officer  of  Healtho  During  the  year,  2 routine  samples  of 
Tuberculin-Tasted  milk  sold  raw  to  the  public  were  found  to  be  infected  with 
brucella  abortus,  an  organism  which  may  cause  a serious  illness,  undulant  fever, 
in  man.  In  these  cases  steps  were  taken  to  ensure  that  the  affected  milk  was 
either  pasteurised  or  not  sold  for  human  consumption  and  investigations  were  made 
to  identify  the  infected  cow  or  cows.  There  are  powers  to  require  the 
compulsory  pasteurisation  of  milk  if  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  evidence 
that  it  is  infected  with  a disease  communicable  to  man  or  has  reasonable  grounds 
for  suspecting  this.  In  addition,  it  is  an  offence  for  any  person  to  sell  milk 
for  human  consumption  from  any  cow  known  to  be  suffering  from  a disease  of  the 
udder  or  teats  likely  to  convey  disease.  There  are,  however,  no  powers  to 
compel  the  slaughter  of  a cow  infected  with  brucella.  Until  the  introduction  of 
an  eradication  scheme  for  brucellosis  in  cattle  only  pasteurised  milk  can  be 
considered  to  be  free  from  the  risk  of  conveying  brucella  infection. 

In  July,  1963,  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act  became  law.  The 
object  of  the  Act  is  to  secure  the  safety,  health  and  welfare  of  people  employed 
in  these  premises.  The  requirement  to  register  affected  premises  came  into 
force  on  1st  May,  1964,  and  the  main  provisions  of  the  Act  came  into  force  on  1st 
August,  1964.  All  premises  affected  by  the  Act  will  be  visited  by  a Public 
Health  Inspector,  but  the  completion  of  the  inspections  will  obviously  take  a 
considerable  time.  In  the  meantime,  occupiers  of  affected  premises  are  legally 
responsible  for  complying  with  the  requirements  of  the  Act  from  the  effective  date 
and  should  take  all  necessary  steps  at  once  without  waiting  for  the  official 
inspection. 

In  conclusion,  it  is  a great  pleasure  to  express  my  gratitude  to  the  Chairman 
and  members  of  the  Health,  Housing  and  Planning  Committee  for  their  continued 
interest  in  all  matters  affecting  the  health  of  the  community.  I am  indebted  to 
the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  for  their  hard  work  throughout  the  year,  and  to 
colleagues  in  other  departments  for  their  willing  co-operation  at  all  times.

A programme  of  public  sessions  was  arranged  at  the  Civic 
Hall,  and  these  sessions  were  widely  advertised  by  leaflets  to  households, 
posters,  newspaper  announcements,  etc.  In  accordance  with  the  Board" s policy, 
no  arrangements  were  made  for  the  x-ray  examination  of  school  children. 

The  results  of  the  survey  are  summarised  in  the  following  Tables.  Details 
of  the  age  and  sex  distribution  of  the  examinees  have  not  been  given  on  this 
occasion,  as  inaccuracies  are  likely  to  arise  due  to  the  method  of  compilation 
by  sampling  when  the  total  figures  are  less  than  five  thousand.

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COMMENTS : 


(1)  The  total  number  examined  is  about  the  same  as  the  1958  figure,  but 
the  proportion  from  industry  shows  an  increase,  while  the  number  of 
general  public  has  declined  by  about  the  same  amount. 

(2)  The  number  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  cases  discovered  in  the  treatment 
or  close  observation  group  was  only  three,  the  incidence  rate  of  such 
cases  per  thousand  examined  being  only  1.2  as  compared  with  2»4  in 
1958.  This  decline  in  incidence  is  a reflection  of  the  decline  in 
tuberculosis  morbidity  occurring  throughout  the  country. 

(3)  All  the  abnormal  cases  were  referred  to  their  own  doctors,  the 
majority  for  further  investigations  at  the  Chest  Clinic  or  Hospital. 
Thanks  should  be  extended  to  all  the  physicians  and  surgeons 
concerned,  particularly  Dr.  E.  R.  Smith  and  his  chest  team,  for  their 
help  and  co-operation  in  dealing  with  the  majority  of  these  new  cases.

(ii)  Water  Supply 

The  whole  of  the  Urban  District  is  served  directly  from 
the  public  water  mains  of  the  Stockport  and  District  Water  Board. 

The  water,  which  is  chemically  treated  to  prevent  plumbo- 
solvent  action,  is  stored  in  impounding  reservoirs,  treated  by 
mechanical  filtration  plant  and  subsequently  chlorinated.  It  has 
been  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity. 

Bacteriological  examinations  are  made  monthly  of  the  raw 
water  and  weekly  of  the  treated  water  going  into  supply,  the 
results  being  satisfactory.  Chemical  analyses  are  made  monthly  of 
the  raw  water  and  treated  water  going  into  supply,  again  with 
satisfactory  results. 

Bacteriological  examination  and  chemical  analysis  of  a 
typical  sample  taken  during  the  year  show  the  following  results:-

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(iii)  Swimming  Baths 


The  District  has  one  privately  owned  Swimming  Bath,  situate 
at  Bramhall,  comprising  an  Outdoor  Pool  and  an  Indoor  Pool,  both 
of  which  are  open  to  the  public o During  the  year  the  majority  of 
wooden  cubicles  were  demolished  and  brick~built  cubicles  provided. 

The  water  used  is  from  the  public  supply  and  the  continuous 
filtration  method  of  purification  is  in  operation. 

Visits  are  made  for  the  purpose  of  testing  the  water  for 
chlorination  and  acidity,  the  tests  being  carried  out  at  the  time 
of  visit o The  Department  has  its  own  apparatus  for  carrying  out 
the  necessary  tests o Samples  of  the  bath  water  taken  for 
bacteriological  examination  have  proved  satisfactory . 

(iv)  Moveable  Dwellings 

There  are  no  licensed  caravan  sites  in  the  Urban  District. 
On  a number  of  occasions  during  the  year  caravans  have  come  to  rest 
on  land  abutting  the  A6  road,  but  have  been  kept  on  the  move.  An 
exception  was  made  in  the  case  of  one  caravan,  the  wife  of  the 
occupant  having  registered  at  Stepping  Hill  Hospital  for  her  eon- 
finement.  These  people  were  allowed  to  stay  for  a few  days 
■following  her  discharge  from  hospital. 

(v)  Pet  Animals  Act,  1951 

The  occupiers  of  three  premises  in  the  Urban  District  are 
licensed  to  use  such  premises  as  Pet  Shops.  All  the  premises  were 
visited  during  the  year  and  conditions  found  were  satisfactory. 

(vi)  Rodent  Control 

During  the  year  the  Council's  Rodent  Operative  made  1945 
visits  and  inspections.  In  addition,  93  visits  and  inspections 
were  made  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors.  All  types  of  properties 
have  been  inspected,  and  treatments  carried  out  where  infestations 
were  discovered. 

The  Council's  Refuse  Tip,  Sewage  Works  and  Depots  were 
regularly  treated,  and  the  treatment  of  sewers  in  the  Urban 
District  was  again  carried  out,  all  with  good  results.

(vii)  Smoke  Control  Areas » 


The  Hazel  Grove  (No.  l)  Smoke  Control  Order  became  operative  on  the 
1st  Julys  1963.  The  residents  in  the  area  were  co-operative  and  the  period 

allowed  for  carrying  out  the  necessary  conversions  and  alterations  proved 
adequate. 

The  submission  of  further  Smoke  Control  Orders  to  the  Minister  for 
confirmation  has  been  postponed  for  the  present  pending  full 
consideration  of  the  implications  of  Ministry  Circular  69/63. 

Industrial  Plant. 

At  two  factories,  following  discussions  with  the  management,  the  hand- 
fired  boilers  were  converted,  in  one  case  to  an  oil-fired  boiler  and  in  the 
other  to  a mechanically-fired  solid  fuel  boiler.  This  has  resulted  in  a 
considerable  reduction  in  the  emission  of  smoke  in  both  cases.

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(ix)  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 


The  sewerage  system  of  the  Urban  District  is  kept  constantly 
under  review  and  despite  the  demands  made  on  it  by  the  very  rapid 
post-war  development  this  system  is  proving  adequate  and  surcharging 
has  not  been  apparent  for  many  years. 

With  the  exception  of  some  29  outlying  premises  with  pail 
closets,  all  the  properties  in  the  Urban  District  have  water  closets, 
and  of  these  only  35  are  not  connected  to  the  sewers. 

Although  the  first  phase  of  the  extensions  to  the  Offerton 
Sewage  Purification  Works  was  completed  in  1960,  the  flow  now  being 
received  at  the  Works  is  approaching  design  capacity  and  further 
extensions  are  now  being  considered. 

Whilst  the  sewage  from  the  Bramhall  area  is  treated  at  the 
Manchester  Corporation  Davyhulme  Works,  the  Offerton  Works  treats 
sewage  from  both  Stockport  County  Borough  and  Marple  Urban  District®
